AMSTERDAM, Aug. 17.—The 
first connected story on the advance 
of¥the Entente forces southward 
from Archangel, Northern Russia, is 
given in a special dispatch to the 
Dusseldorf Nachrichten from Stock- 
holm. 

The dispatch, which is dated Aug. 
14, says: 

‘Last Monday 6000 Entente 
troops, reinforced by 3000 Russians, 
assembled at Archangel, and the 
same night the order was giver to 
proceed southeastward. Three thou- 
sand Russians embarked on 11 river 
steamers and a number of barges 
towed by tugs, the destination of 
which was Kotlas on the Dvina Riv- 


er. The remainder of the troops 
marched along the Archangel: Volog- | 
da railway with orders to halt at!

“The flotilla was first fired upon 
from both river banks near Kakutz- 
kaya, and a half mile further on en- 
countered a barricade of sunken 
boats which impeded further prog- 
ress Here the troops were compelled 
to land to await fresh orders. 

“Nor did the land troops reach 
their goal. They encountered their 
first resistance by the Soviet troops 
at the point where the Log river bi- 
sects the railway. The Entente forces 
halted here. This movement seemed 
a feint, and the main operation ap- 
parently is on the Dvina River. 

“Monday night there arrived at 
Solombolsk, near Archangel, four 
transports, from which an American 
contingent was transferred directly 
to barges in the mouth of the river 
without touching at Archangel. 

“Admiral Kemp (British) on Mon- 
day issued a proclamation to the 
Russians saying that the Moscow rul- 
ers had betrayed Russia to the Kai- 
ser, who now was sending troops to 
destroy the liberty gained by the ex- 
penditure of so much blood.”

Mrs. Orthwein says she removed 
the picture after we entered the war, 
and that her husband called her a 
“dummkopf” for doing so. In fact, 
she says, that was one of the rea- 
sons they separated last January. 

Orthwein asserts that he himself 
took down the Kaiser’s photo, and 
that it happened before this country 
declared war. 

Orthwein is 5 feet tall, and weighs 
101 pounds. His wife is somewhat 
larger. They were married May 8, 
1916. 

It was about March or April of 
last year, she related, that her hus- 
band removed a picture of Christ 


from a frame in the parlor of their 
/home, at 3009A South Jefferson av- 


enue, and substituted a lithograph 

of the Kaiser. She said she pro- 

tested> and insisted that he put Pres- 

ident Wilson’s picture in the frame. 
“Here Goes Nothing. 

“About two months later I got 
tired of looking at the thing,’’ she 
continued. “One day I took. it 
down, and held a match to the cor- 
ner. I said, ‘Oh, Hans, look, here 
goes nothing.’ He turned around 
and saw. what I was doing.” 

“*You dummkopf, what did you 
do that (for? I put that up there, 
and I wanted it there,’ he says to 
me. ‘Yes,’ I says, ‘you put it up 
there all right, but what it takes to 
keep it down, I’ve got.’ There was 
some more chewing the rag about 
it, but the picture was in the stove 
by then.

Many Americans are wondering 
why it is so necessary for some shipbuild- 
ers to have beer, while munition workers, 
shipbuilders and other government em- 
ployes in the twenty-odd dry states are 
not furnished with liquors. That seems 
to be a very weak spot in the shipbuild- 
ing argument that was overlooked by said 
so-called big shipbuilder. Uncle Sam 
does not deem it necessary in the train- 
ing of our boys to fit themselves to lick 
the Huns to imbibe freely. of beer and 
whiskey. Why is it necessary for anyone 
else?. If it is such a necessity for some 
Americans that they can threaten not 
to buy Liberty Bonds if the manufacture 
and sale is curtailed—why discriminate 
against our poor sailor and poor soldier 
boys? 

Again if the thousands of people de- 
pending on making and selling liquor for 
a living would quit and turn their labors 
to some essential employment, they could 
hasten the end of the war and still have 
money for Liberty Bonds, war time chari- 
ties, etc., thus doing good in two ways 
at once. This seems to be the first in- 
stance of a nonessential business threat- 
ening not to buy Liberty Bonds if their 
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| SENATOR REED’S CAMOUFLAGE. | 

Senator Reed’s eloquent speech against wom- 
an’s suffrage on the floor of the Senate ended 
in the air. The Senator paid a fine tribute to 
‘| woman as wife, mother and conservator of the 
home. The speech had bright touches of humor, 
but lacked logic. 

The pith of the Senator’s argument was that 
woman is doing admirably where she is. Her 
rights as a member of society are protected under 
the laws and she has more privileges than men 
have. As a privileged, sheltered and cherished 
mate of man we yield everything necessary to her 
legal protection and her social position and func- 
tion. We want her to stay where she is because 
she serves all of our purposes there and we are 
willing to take care of her. | 

Very good; but what about her rights as a 
member of society, governed by its laws and shar- 
ing the burdens of men. She has an interest and 
a stake in government at least equal to those of 
men. What right have we to deprive her of 
participation in the control of government and 
the making of its laws? We may want her to 
stay where she is, as a sheltered human being 
without participation in her Government, but 
the vital questions are, what are her rights and 
what does she want? If we do not respect her 
fundamental rights of choice and consult her 
wishes we assume to be her masters and to dic- 
tate what shall be her position in society and 
what rights she shall enjoy. 

Senator Reed’s argument, with variations, is 
the immemorial argument in favor of human slav- 
ery. In defense of slavery it has been argued that 
the slave, with a good master, well clothed, well 
fed, protected and sheltered, without responsibil- 
ity, is happier than he would be free, compelled 
to struggle for a living and to protect himself. 
But what man with a spark of self-respect and 
aspiration in his soul would exchange hard free- 
dom for easy slavery? What real man would ac- 
cept slavery under any condition of ease and 
luxury ? 

The argument of autocracy to keep men in sub- 
jection is that they are better off under a benevo- 
lent despotism, which protects, shelters and 
guides them, than under self-government. The 
begeficence of imperial organization and direction 
is held up as the greatest boon to the masses of 
men. The Germans are fed upon that sort of 
stuff. , 

The argument will not bear democratic analy- 
sis. No benevolence can take the sting from 
tyranny nor guarantee its justice. Democracy is 
self-government or nothing. It is justice to every 
unit of society or it is nothing. The right of 
woman as a human being and as the equal part- 
ner of man in human society, to share his rights 
as well as his burdens, is fundamental. It is un- 
deniable. This fundamental right and principle 
Senator Reed carefully overlooks and cleverly 


in time,-and that is what the British Government 
seeks to promote. 

Whether this is the wisest action that could 
have been taken is a matter for debate, yet any 
encouragement to the Czecho-Slovaks in Russia 
has been well earned. They are the hope of a 
situation which but for them spells nothing but 
chaos. 
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With beer at 10 cents a glass it no longer can 
be called “the poor man’s champagne.” 
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GREAT DAYS AHEAD FOR RUSSIA. 

The die is cast in Russia. From now on, with 
the exception of the Western front, Russia will 
be the most interesting and liveliest part of the 
earth. Friends of democratic government, bear- 
ing arms but with offers of aid for Russia, are 
entering her borders from all sides. They are 
doing so because the arch enemy of human free- 
dom, Prussia, after deceiving Russia into signing 
a false peace, is now engaged in the attempt to 
make the new Russian republic a German prov- 
ince. 

The struggle will be like none the world ever 
saw before. It will be by the awakened Russian 
people, aided by their friends from without, 
against the usurping, discredited, autocratic, ty- 
rannous Bolshevik Government, aided by Ger- 
man lying propaganda and German guns. 

The march of the Czecho-Slovaks from the 
Ukraine across Siberia, and the march of the 
British from Bagdad to Baku are among the first 
of the great adventures that the freeing of Rus- 
sia has to offer. Instead of finding themselves in 
France, a number of our soldier boys will go to 
Archangel, or Vladivostok, or other points on 
the Russian front. There it will be their great 
task and privilege to uphold the banner of Amer- 
ican liberty and democratic ideals, proving to the 
Russians the truth of President Wilson’s message 
to Russia last March, that the United States “will 
avail itself of every opportunity to secure for 
Russia once more complete sovereignty and in- 
depéndence in her own affairs and full restora- 
tion to her great role in the life of Europe and 
the modern world.” And that “The whole heart 
of the people of the United. States is with the 
people of Russia in the attempt to free them- 
selves forever from autocratic government and

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LONG-SUFFERING SPAIN. 

Spain, like Sweden, is on the verge of starva- 
tion, solely due to the piratical activities of the 
German U-boats, which have prevented Spanish 
shipping from leaving port. The news that Span- 
ish patience is at an end and that she is about 
to use her shipping, and perhaps seize German 
ships in her harbors, so that the Spanish people 
may obtain food and other trade commodities, is 
welcome.

SUGAR-SAVING SWEETS. 
Candied Fruits and Vegetables. 


1. Select products of uniform 
size and ripeness. 

2. Wash. 

3. Cut fruits in halves, quar- 
ters or smaller’ sections; cut 
vegetables in narrow strips about 
2% inches in length. 

4. Drop in a sirup cooked un- 
til it spins a thread. To pre- 
pare a spiced sirup, boil whole 
cloves and whole cinnamon. in 
% cup of water 15 minutes. 
Strain out spices. Add to strained 
spiced water 1 cup corm sirup 
and 2 teaspoonfuls vinegar. Cook 
until it spins a thread. To pre- 
pare ginger sirup, add a few 
pieces of dried ginger root, which 
can be purchasei from a grocery 
or a drug store, to the sirup in 
which the fruit is cooked. 

5. Allow to cook until trans- 
parent. 

6. Drain. 

7. Dry in slow oven: 
drying over kitchen range. 
_ 8. Roll in minimum emount of 
granulated sugar. (May be omit- 
ted for fruits).—U. 8. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Honey imparts a particularly deli- 
cate flavor to canned fruits. In pre- 
serving and canning receipts substi- 
tute honey for sugar, pound for 
|' pound, or two cups of honey for 
| three cups of sugar. These recipes 
| are by the United States Food Ad- 
| ministration. 
| Honey Apple Marmalade. 
| Cook tart apples until smooth. Add 
'one pound of honey to two pounds 
of fruit. Cook until about like cake 
|batter. Then put into jars without 
| sealing. In a few weeks it can be 
cut out. 

Honeyed Plums or Pears. 

Make a syrup of one cup of honey 
to two cups of water, boil five min- 
utes and have it ready to pour over 
the fruit. 

Wash plums in.cold water, dry 
and prick in four or:five places with 
‘a needle. Place a layer of plums in 
boiling syrup and boil gently for five 
minutes. Pack fruit into hot ster- 
ilized jars, fill with honey syrup, ad- 
| just cover, sterilize under boiling wa- 

ter 10 minutes, tighten covers and 
test for leaks. 

Pare, quarter and remove cores of 
Bartlett pears. Drop in slightly 
salted water, blanch one and one- 
half minutes in boiling water, 
then dip instantly in very cold wa- 
ter. Drain and pack in hot sterilized 
jars, fill with boiling honey syrup. 

Adjust covers and sterlize under boil- 
ing water 20 minutes for quart jars. 
Seal and test for leaks.

HE past two weeks have seen one of the 

most momentous changes in the whole 

history of the world war. Having exploit- 
ed his\victory between the Marne and the Aisne 
to its full measure, but wisely declining to repeat 
the old blunders of the Somme and of Flanders, 
Marshal Foch, on Aug. 8, shifted his -field of 
action to the familiar battle ground of the Som- 
me and opened the first allied offensive of the 
campaign of 1918. By this blow he definitely in- 
dicated that he regarded the time as come when 
the balance had shifted to the allied side, and that 
the hour was over when inferiority in numbers 
and of material condemned the allies to the de- 
fensive on the western front. 


Foch’s attack in Picardy resembled in many waye 
his counter offensive. between-the Aisne and the 
Marne, but in a military sense it was quite a 
different thing. In the earlier operation Foch 
struck to bring to a halt and throw back a dan- 
gerous German offensive, and his blow was di- 

_ rected at the flank of a German army engaged 
in an operation organized and planned by Luden- 

~@orf. His stroke was a defensive blow, and it had 
exhausted its possibilities when it had compelled 
the German to evacuate a certain area of ground, 
part of it taken in the operation which was still in 
progress, part of it taken in an earlier offensive 
designed to prepare the way for the later undeér- 
taking. ee 

But in Picardy Foch was acting not to block a 
German operation, but to take advantage of the 
situation in which earlier German operations had 
placed the foe. His hands were free; ‘he could 
attack where and when he chose; .and ‘Ahe dis- 
organization of the enemy due to the recént defeat 
gave him that security against a German counter 
blow which has not,been possessed before this 
year. He had, moreover, the great advantage of 
having used far fewer troops in the second battle 
.of the Marne than his enemy. He had: needed 
much smaller numbers to take advantages offered 
_by enemy blundering. Ludendorff had been com- 
pelled to.draw troops from the north to aid those 
in the south, but Foch had not been compelled 
-to make corresponding drafts upon the British,

ens. Convinced that the French were now at the 
point of exhaustion, he turned to the Marne ahd 
opened his fifth offensive, which ended so dis- 


astrously for him. 
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Germans Menaced by Their Gains 
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Two offensives against the British had gained 
for Ludendorff exceedingly valuable ground, 
provided he chose to use this ground either for 
an advance against the channel ports or against 
Paris, but it was very dangerous ground to occu- 
py if he were suddenly forced to abandon the 
offensive and return to a defensive campaign. 
This situation was remarked by all at the time, 
but it was not immediately of more than passing 
importance, because the offensive still remained 
with the German. Still, for several months mili- 
tary men have been watching the narrow pock- 
ets facing Amiens and Calais and speculating as 
to what might be their future. 

All three pockets, that in Flanders, that in 
Picardy and that between the Marne and the 
Aisne, which has recently been abolished, were 
equally vulnerable to any flank attack; they 
were narrow; the lines of commuatication in them 
were near the sides and a relatively slight ad- 
vance on either side, where the pockets rejoined 
the main front, would put all the ground in the

Menace to Paris Removed 


Again it was demonstrated that the element of 
surprise, restored to warfare of position by Hu- 
tier’s method, was the prime requisite of success. 
Once more, as at Cambrai, surprise gave the Brit- 
ish an immediate gain, but unlike Cambrai, the 
new operation was one which had been carefully 
prepared, with a clear view to utilizing any 
gains. As a result the British advance was for 
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their transport’s station in the convoy much as 
newsboys at school compare notes with those who 
came down with them in the same train, the train 
that at least started from home. They had noth- 
ing to cling to save the points of the compass.

Lord Lansdowne’s Delusion. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Before Lord Lansdowne, or probably pa- 
cifists of his type, venture on another peace 
letter, they would do well to consider this 
fundamental issue: The one way to pro- 
vide for a lasting peace is to beat Germany 
to her knees on the western front. But, 
again, no matter how decisive the allied 
victory, Germany will never be adequately 
beaten as long as she is allowéd to abide 
by the Brest-Litovsk peace; for this would 
make her the undisputed mistress over the 
territory she seized from Russia, and over 
the Balkan states, and enable her to ex- 
tend. her influence over Asia Minor and 
further over India. This again would make 
her mistress of the world, and it would 
not be long when Prussianism would infest 

the world in a way to permanently destroy 
the ideals of freedom and independence. 

Just what the German aim in the East 
is, no longer remains a secret. For 30 years 
and more, Germany has persistently fol- 

. lowed out her Drang Nach Osten policy. 

This policy aimed at the reduction of nearly 
half of the old Russian empire, together 
with the Balkan states and Austria with her 
dependent nationalities under the German 
regime. This was ghe proposed Greater 
Gérmany or Pan-Germany, which was to 
make the German race the ruling race in 
Europe and eventually of the world. 

The statistical results of Germany's pro- 
posed increase in“territory and population 
is anything but encouraging. By annexing 
a portion of Northern France and Belgium 
and not unlikely Holland, Germany would 
add to her 68,000,000 a population of about 
29,000,000. By annexing the Balkan states. 
Poland, the Ukraine, Lithuania, with the 
Baltic provinces, she would add another 
total of 85,000,000. That would give Pan- 
Germany a total population of 225,000,000. 
This means that 78,000,000 Germans would 
dominate 147,000,000 people other than 
German. 

’ This, of course, is a vital question to af- 
fect the 147,000,000 population a Pan-Ger- 
many would keep in bondage. But it is 9 
limo less vital question to affect the entire 
world; for the problem is: How could 4 
Germany, so increased in territory, with all 
its natural resources and industrial equip- 
ment, furnishing millions of chgice troops, 
be successfully withstood by the balance of 
peoples who chose to live free and inde- 
pendent of the German kultur? Could such 
a Germany not challenge free’ nations and 
subdue them, through another world war, 
to its kultur of trightfulness? What league 


of nations*or what union of democratic | 


peoples could successfully oppose the dan- 
ger of a Pan-Germany? 

This is the supreme problem of the 
world. It will not be settled by talking 
peace. It will only be settled by conquer- 
ing Germany. The allies should watch this 
situation and no peace should be considered 
@ peace by the allies which does not pro- 
vide for a definite destruction of the Pan-

THE PROHIBITION GOAL. 

The liquor problem seems to be solving itself 
in a way that tends towards the prohibitionist s 
goal, and in such a fashion that additional prohi- 
bition legislation scarcely seems to be necessary. 
A-earetul study of the ‘question seems to indi- 
cate that even an out-and-out prohibition Con- 
gress would hardly find a satisfactory way of 
hastening the process without taking risks it 
ought not to assume. 

Existing taxation and restriction laws and 
manufacturing difficulties, especially in the mat- 
ter of coal and foodstuffs, already have John 
Barleycorn gasping for air. For, although he is 
contributing heavily towards winning the war, the 
war is contributing heavily towards procuring 
the shroud. he will require in a year or so unless 
present conditions are radically changed. By a 
curious anomaly, the very measures his sponsors 
are forced to take to prolong his life are hasten- 
ing him to the grave. 

Here in St. Louis, for instance, they have been 
forced to raise the price of beer, that has already 
been greatly reduced in alcoholic content. Hith- 
erto the most profitable thing about beer was 
that it was inexpensive and yet had enough “kick” 
in it to answer the practical purposes of those 
who sought exhilaration. Its confirmed users 
were thus encouraged to consume larger quan- 
tities than those who liked it simply as a bev- 
erage. But since neither its cheapness nor its 
“kick” commends it to this highly important 
class of* consumers, they cannot be expected to 
continue its support. 

The available supply of whisky is definitely lim- 
ited. Its manufacture, has been suspended and 
its sale must cease in a year. Its price, which at 
first soared, has fallen considerably because of 
the prospects of prohibition before the time of 
the period set and the probability that all could 
not be sold in that time. 

According to a circular of the American Ex- 
change National Bank of New York, there are 
about. 140,000,000 proof} gallons of spirits in the 
warehouses of the country, and this must be dis- 
posed of in a year, unless Congress changes its 


mind. The tentative schedule of the new war tax- 
ation bill to raise $8,000,000,000 next year con- 


from liquor revenue, 

If the sale of whisky should be prohibited in 
six months, half of that revenue, or $400,000,000, 
would be lost. The Government would have to 
find that sum elsewhere. But also it would have 
to find some way of taking care of whisky paper 
in the banks. Banks could not carry that paper, 
lend money to the Government and take care of 
loans to their other customers. The financial read- 
justments which would have to be made very 
probably would disrupt all business to a serious 
extent at a time when business must be kept 
properly functioning towards the winning of the 
war. 

Even if the present arrangement is carried on 
and the sale of liquor is prevented at the end 
of the year, a large stock will remain on hands 
and this the Government will take over for re- 
distillation for industrial purposes. Then Con- 
gress will face the problem of raising another 


$900,000,000 of revenue from some source that 
remains to be discovered. .That alone seems to be 
a job big enough to prevent meddling with ex- 
isting arrangements and bringing on new and 
difficult perplexities this year.

LOUISIANA AND RATIFICATION. 

The tendency of legislators to get in the band- 
wagon, or at least not oppose it, is illustrated in 
the vote by which the special session of the Leg- 
islature of Louisiana adopted the ratification of 
national prohibition. Ratification failed in that 
State at the regular session by a tie vote in the 
Senate. There was one vacancy at the time and 
after a special election had been ordered, a special 
session was called and Louisiana became the four- 
teenth State to line up for national prohibition. 

There were two votes in the House each time 
the question came up. First came an effort to sub- 

it the ratification to the people. At the first 
voting this was defeated by a vote of 63 against 
and 51 for. Then ratification was passed by a 
vote of 70 to 44. At the special session, the ratifi- 
cationists could muster only 47 votes, as compared 
with the 51 previously cast. Those opposing rat- 
ification dwindled from 44 to 41, but in neither 
case was there an increase of the dry votes. In 
the Senate ratification was adopted, as was ex- 
pected, by a vote of 21 to 20. 

The dry leaders in the South hafl the Louisiana 
victory as a significant one. They say that Lou- 
isiana has been looked upon as the stronghold of 
liquor and that the New Orleans liquor interests 
have made the strongest fight possible in that 
State.

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TEXAS PORTS. . 

The future of American shipping is a much- 
discussed question at present and the Beaumont 
(Tex.) Chamber of Commerce has begun a pro- 
gram regarding after-the-war conditions. In this 
program the Beaumont men are not speaking for 
themselves alone, but for that section of Texas 
which is near to them and Mm which exists a com- 
munity of interests. The future appeals to the 
Texans because they see an increasing number of 
ships going forth from the 13 building yards on 
that coast and also they know that, even under 
the slow sailing program of today, Eastern ports 
are congested. 

This is their proposal: Fit the Eastern Texas 
ports for after-the-war shipping. Attention is 
called to these four: Beaumont, 50 miles inland 
on the Neches River; Orange, 40 miles inland on 
the Sabine River; Houston, 30 miles inland on: 
the Buffalo Bayou, and Port Arthur, 10 miles in- 
land on Sabine Lake. % 

These ports are already in considerable use and 
all except Port Arthur have ship-building plants. 
Port Arthur is an oil port. To these ports exist 
good rail connections, which could be increased at 
a minimum expense. The argument is that these 
ports, with their long stretches of water front, 
should be equipped for loading and unloading at 
once, to relieve the strain on the Eastern ports, 
where rail and port congestion are serious handi- 
caps. New Orleans and Galveston, the recognized 
gulf ports, will have their full share of shipping, 
with plenty to spare for these ports, the Texans 
say. 

St. Louis and other great inland cities are ap- 
pealed to to urge this action, so that the ocean 
traffic from the great interior will not be im- 
peded in shipment and that the framework will 
exist to carry on business after the war. ,

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MR. ANTWINE ON THE RUSSIAN EXAMPLE. 
CC HE most wholesome thing that has come out 
of the war is what has happened in Rus- 

\ gia,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

‘*Without disparaging some other fine things that 
have come out of this great struggle, I am still dis- 
posed to believe that none of them quite equals in 
its wholesomeness the tremendous drama written by 
all the Russians and by all the Russians magnificently 
staged. 

‘‘What has happened in Russia? Well, briefly 
this: Russia has tried both the extremes, and is 
coming back to that middle ground which is alone 
practicable there or anywhere else. 

‘‘What has this saved the world? Simply this, 
that the same experiments shall not be made any- 
where else. It has saved England from almost cer- 
tain trouble, and it has saved this country. 

‘*You know, if you go out to the railroad a little 
before train time and put your ear to the rail you 
can hear ‘the click of the train many miles away. 
Well, a good many people with their ears on the rail 
have been hearing the click of approaching trouble 
in the relations of those who work to those who 
employ them, and it has been said more than once 
that the readjustments in these matters after the war 
will be extremely difficult. 

‘*Nobody doubts that this is true. Therefore every- 
body views with relief the outcome of Russia’s ex- 
periment. Russia‘ has shown all of us what is prac- 
ticable. She- first gave property a free hand, and 
then turned control over to the radicals. Both ex- 
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tremes were intolerable. Today Russia is getting 
back to that middle ground upon which we must all 
work together. No other ground is practicable. 

‘*Radicalism except within practicable bounds is 
the deadest thing in the world since the Bolsheviki. 
How did it improve on the former autocracy? Nota 
bit. No more horrible example in anything has ever 
been exhibited than the radicals of Russia have just 
displayed. 

‘*This, then, is established: That by mutual con- 
cession only can all the people of the world abide in 
peace and fairness one with another. We owe Russia 
a tremendous vote of thanks. Coming just at a time 
when many absurd notions of political and social 
economy were afoot in the world, when our own I. W. 
W. was showing us how intolerable of each other 
both sides can be, the Russian example cannot fail to 
steady men everywhere as nothing else ever aw | 
steadied them.
